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New website designed to receive anonymous student concerns 


Twelve reports have 
been filed since its 
creation in February.

A student causes a ruckus in the 
classroom over and over again. Peers 
are concerned, but they don’t open up 
to their professor — rather than being 
proactive, they tolerate and ignore. 

But for those looking to express 
concerns about fellow students anony- 
mously, a new Cal State Long Beach 
website, Campus Assessment, Re- 
sponse and Evaluation for Students, 
provides that outlet. 


The site is designed to “provide a 
centralized structure for the campus 
community for early intervention of 
at-risk students through collaboration 
with campus departments, faculty and 
staff,’ according to the CARES web- 
Site. 

Since the site’s launch two weeks 
ago, CARES has received 12 reports 
about students, which are reviewed 
during a weekly meeting, said Jeff 


Klaus, associate vice president for stu- 
dent services and dean of students. 

Klaus said behavioral intervention 
teams were created after the Virginia 
Tech massacre in 2007, where Seung- 
Hui Cho killed himself after killing 
32 people, according to the New York 
Times. 

One of the fatal flaws in this situa- 
tion was there was not enough contact 
between the offices that were aware of 


Cho’s behavior, Klaus said. 

“A number of offices had had contact 
with Cho, but they weren’t communi- 
cating,” he said. “Everyone was being 
very silent.” 

Prior to the team’s formation, Klaus 
said several administrators noticed 
particular students but there wasn’t an 
established process in place to address

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San Francisco aims to limit plastic water bottle use 


The Board votes to 
stop using city funds 
to buy water bottles.

San Francisco is leading the fight for 
eco-friendly policies by becoming the 
first city to propose a limit on the use of 
plastic water bottles on public property. 

San Francisco’s Board of Supervi- 
sors unanimously voted Tuesday to be- 
gin decreasing sales and distribution of 
single-use plastic water bottles on city 
land this fall, according to Reuters. The 
Board also voted to forbid using city 
funds to buy water bottles in the future, 
according to Reuters. 


Board President David Chiu, 
who introduced the measure, said 
that plastic water bottles take an 
enormous toll on the environment 
because it takes 1,000 years for a 
typical plastic water bottle to bio- 
degrade. 

Close to 80 percent of all single- 
use water bottles used in the United 
States end up in a landfill, accord- 
ing to the Santa Clarita Valley Wa- 
ter District website. 

The ban will target water bottles 
of up to 21 ounces and take effect 
on Oct. 1. Exemptions will be made 
until 2016 for food trucks and out- 
door events, which don’t have a 
water supply, according to San Jose 
Mercury News. 

While the measure has been pro- 
posed and approved, it still needs to

Petition 


opposing 
affirmative 
action gains 
eround

A change.org petition written by 
“Concerned Californians” is fewer 
than 10,000 signatures away from 
heading to the State Assembly in ef- 
forts to keep affirmative action out of 
public education. 

The petition, which aims to gather 
100,000 signatures, urges State Assem- 
bly members to vote against State Con- 
stitution Amendment 5. The proposed 
amendment would revise portions of 
Proposition 209, which outlawed affir- 
mative action or “preferential treatment 
to any individual or group on the basis 
of race, sex, color, ethnicity, or national 
origin” in California university admis- 
sions, according to its text. 

SCA 5, authored by Sen. Ed Hernan- 
dez, D-West Covina, is awaiting a vote 
in the State Assembly after passing in 
the Senate in January. 

If passed, SCA 5 will be placed on 
the November ballot. 

Hernandez said he introduced SCA 5 
because Prop. 209 has not been effective. 

“As far as California’s students are 
concerned, Prop. 209 has been a com- 
plete failure,’ Hernandez said on his 
website. “We have more than 15 years 
of history showing our campuses have 
become less diverse, and qualified high 
school graduates are being overlooked 
and ignored as a result of this unsuc- 
cessful experiment.” 

The petition on change.org argues 
that SCA 5 will have the opposite ef- 
fect of what Hernandez claims. 

“In the 18 years that Prop. 209 has 
been in effect, California has become 
the most diversified state in the US,” 
the petition reads. 

Cal State University Spokesman 
Mike Uhlenkamp said that although 
the CSU does not have a stance on the 
amendment, SCA 5 is unlikely to affect 
the CSU system if it does pass.

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Pow Wow to bring drums, 
dancing, culture to campus

The annual Pow Wow will return to 
campus this weekend, and for the first time 
in its 44 years, it will come with a lecture. 

The two-day event, the largest spring 
event of its kind in Southern California, 
will offer the traditional American Indi- 
an arts, crafts, food and dance for which 
the Pow Wow is well-known. 

This year’s Pow Wow will also include 
several new features for students and vis- 
itors to enjoy, said Craig Stone, director 
of the American Indian Studies Program. 

During the event, students will be 
able to participate in a lecture called 
“Pow Wow 101,” a teaching event where 


students will be able to ask American 
Indian alumni about the Pow Wow. 

In previous years, the master of cer- 
emonies explained the activities and the 
meaning of the event, Stone said. This 
year, however, the new lecture will present 
a slide show, and students are encouraged 
to walk in and out throughout the event. 

The Pow Wow, which was introduced 
in the late 1960s, attracts tribes from as 
far as West Virginia and unites genera- 
tions of traditions by giving non-Native 
Americans and Native Americans the 
opportunity to join together in celebra- 
tion, Stone said. 

“It really is a homecoming,’ Stone 
said. “This is where people bring their 
children in the arena.” 

Stone added that this year’s event will 
also feature some surprises. 

“Don’t be surprised if you recognize 
some of the dancers from [films like] 
‘Dances With Wolves’ and ‘The Lone 
Ranger,” he said. 

The Pow Wow will be in the central 
quad Saturday from 11 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
and Sunday from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
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The Golden State Gourd Society hosts gourd dance performances at Cal State Long Beach’s 
43rd annual Pow Wow on upper campus in March 2013.

those concerns. 

Klaus said the CARES team has met 
with various campus administrators 
and will continue to meet with others to 
spread knowledge about their services. 

“We've tried to get the information 
out to faculty [and] we went to the 
Academic Senate. The information 
got shared to the Provost’s Message,” 
Klaus said. “We’re going to go to staff 
council next week and then we’re going 
to do the department chairs later this 
month.” 

The CARES team is composed of 
seven members, including Klaus, who is 
chair of the team, Brad Compliment, di- 
rector of Counseling and Psychological 
Services, Carol Roberts-Corb, director 
of Housing and Residential Life and 


Christopher Schivley, the University 
Police captain. 

In situations where violence is not 
suspected, the team may reach out to 
the student’s parents or encourage the 
student to seek coun- 
seling. However, in 
more serious  situa- 
tions where violence 
is a possibility, the 
matter is referred to 
the police for further 
investigation or pros- 
ecution, according to 
the website. 

Even though ev- 
ery situation may be 
different, Klaus said 
the team must first 
research the situation they are dealing 
with and the possible measures that 
should be taken. 

“Some, we might just wait and moni- 


tor to see if it escalates,’ Klaus said. 
“Other times, we might try to find if 
there’s a test-point the student already 
has that we might reach out to. them. 
Each situation is handled on a case-by-

case basis.” 

Klaus said that referral names are re- 
moved after a period of time.

of the campus community, Klaus said a 
meeting with necessary staff members 
will be formed to investigate the situation. 

Students, like freshman chemical 
engineering major Roy 
Jones, said it’s a resource 
he would definitely use. 
He added that he would 
have liked the ability to 
refer some of his friends 
in middle school. 

“T had a couple of 
friends that were trou- 
bled,’ Jones said. “One 
of the boys was bullied 
and he became a bully 
himself.” 

Johnathan Morales, a 
sophomore anthropology major, said he 
would be willing to use the service if he 
believed there was a student who would 
potentially harm his or herself.

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works and the way we enroll, [SCA 5] 
will not necessarily change the way 
we admit students,’ Uhlenkamp said. 
“Prop. 209 has not necessarily affected 
the enrollment of CSU students, and the 
reason for that is our admission of ac- 
cess mirrors the demographic of Cali- 
fornia.” 

In fall 1996, prior to Prop. 209’s 
passage, the CSU system consisted of 
49.2 percent white students, 7.5 percent 
black students and 15.5 percent for each 
Asian and Latino students, according to 
the CSU website. 

By fall 2013, the Latino population 
increased significantly to 25.5 percent 
of the CSU’s population, while whites, 
Asians and blacks dropped to 29.1 per- 
cent, 15.3 percent and 4.6 percent, re- 
spectively, according to the website. 

Hernandez said that he believes SCA 
5 will help increase diversity in Califor- 
nia higher education. 

“This is about the long-term benefits 
college degrees bring to students and 
their families?’ Hernandez said. “It’s 
about graduating the well-trained, di- 
verse workforce we need to compete 
in a global economy, and most impor- 


tantly, it’s about equal opportunity for 
California’s young people.” 

The petition, however, argues that 
SCA 5 will bring racism back into the 
process of school admissions. 

“This will unfairly roll back the clock 
to discriminate a student simply based 
on [someone’s] race,” the petition reads. 
“The 14th Amendment of the US Con- 
stitution clearly states that no state shall 
deny to any person within its jurisdic- 
tion the equal protection of its laws. The 
SCA 5 is racist and in violation of the 
US Constitution.” 

Sophomore pre-psychology major Je- 
sus Partida said he thinks that different 
minorities have different opportunities. 

“Depending on how hard they work 
to get that opportunity, I feel that affir- 
mative action just makes it more avail- 
able for that person who’s struggling to 
compete with all the other Latinos, such 
as myself,” he said. 

Junior business management major 
Dwight Selma, however, said that there 
are two sides to the issue. 

“Tt’s a good thing for the minority 
groups [but] a bad thing for the overall 
fairness and integrity of the campus,” 
Selma said. 

The petition had 91,839 signatures as 
of Wednesday night. It can be accessed 
on www.change.org.

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win approval on its second reading and 
be signed by San Francisco Mayor Ed- 
win Lee before going into effect. 

Some students, like senior health 
care administration major Lora Poston, 
said they believe the ordinance’s pas- 


sage may encourage other cities to fol- 
low suit. 

“A lot of people take water bottles 
for granted, since they are all over the 
place,” Poston said. “If it gets approved 
in San Francisco, the ban will probably 
start trending in other cities.” 

Junior kinesiology major Adriana 
Ramos said she agrees with Poston and 
hopes that the ban spreads to other cit- 
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ies, like Long Beach. 

“Tf it works out, other cities will begin 
to implement similar policies to reduce 
waste,’ Ramos said. “[Cal State Long 
Beach] already has refill stations all over 
the place, so we are already on our way.” 

Junior civil engineering major Jose 
Castellanos said he doesn’t see a prob- 
lem with the proposal. 

“The water that comes out of the tap 


is perfectly fine, so people are wasting 
their money by buying bottled water,” 
Castellanos said. “ Whereas a gallon, 
you calculate your water bill, and it’s 
like 5 cents.” : 

But some students, like junior con- 
struction management major Alex Por- 
tillo, said that the ban could make it 
more difficult for people to drink water 
on a regular basis. 


“The world already has tons of pollu- 
tion, so the measure might slightly help 
[the environment], but it would be worse 
for the public,” Portillo said. 

The mayor can approve or veto the 
ordinance after a second procedural 
vote ‘next week; however, he will not 
be able to veto the ordinance if it is ap- 
proved unanimously during the second 
reading, according to Reuters.

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OUR VIEW: SCA 5 will not benefit the CSU 


If racial diversity is the reason 
behind introducing Senate Constitu- 
tional Amendment 5, then the Cal State 
University system doesn’t need it. 

Authored by Sen. Ed Hernandez, 
SCA 5 would reverse Proposition 209, 
the California Civil Rights Initiative 
and would re-open the doors to allow 
universities to consider an applicant’s 
ethnicity during the admissions 
process. 

Affirmative action policy sought 
to promote racial diversity during 
its introduction in the 1960’s, ina 
time when institutionalized rac- 
ism was a more obvious issue, but 
we’re not sure its reintroduction in 
today’s society would serve much of 
a purpose. 

The CSU student population is a 
giant melting pot with an undergrad- 
uate population that is comprised of 
roughly 15 percent Asian, 32 percent 
Hispanic, 29 percent Caucasian and 5 
percent African American students. 
While black students account for a 
small number of students, there are 
already programs in place designed 
to increase the African American 
population within the 23-campus 
system. 

We are opposed to affirmative action 
because the policy is outdated and un- 
necessary in a university system that is 
already largely diverse. We understand 
it was originally implemented to offset 
a history of institutionalized discrimi- 
nation, but we think it could ultimately 


do more harm than good. 

For example, we think the assump- 
tion that offering privileges to certain 
groups can make up for past oppres- 
sion is somewhat flawed. 

We acknowledge that there is still 
racism today, but it is not nearly as per- 
vasive as it once was. 

In fact, University of California, Los 
Angeles, law professor Richard Sander 
published a book, in which he argues 
there are actually negative conse- 
quences that result from race-preferen- 
tial policies. These mainly run the risk 
of reverse-discrimination against those 
who are not in the minority. 

This can be seen in the 2008 Abigail 
Fisher v. University of Texas court 
case. Fisher argued that she had been 
robbed of admission to the University 
of Texas for the sole reason that she is 
white, and therefore had not received 
preferential consideration like minority 
individuals who had been accepted. 

This court case is arguably a direct 
result of the 2003 Grutter v. Bollinger 
case, in which the Supreme Court 
of the Unites States granted that the 
school in question could in fact “relax 
admission standards in order to admit 
a critical mass of African American 
and Hispanic students,” according to 
the University of Texas website. 

The ruling of this case was then 
widely interpreted as an open embrace 
of affirmative action policies, which 
led to the University of Texas’s denial 
of Fisher in favor of another student. 


Trying to revise Prop. 209 will bring 
back dated, race-preferential policies, 
which will likely cause a rise in court 
cases on behalf of those students who 
do not benefit from them. 

As students who are dedicated to 
hard work and strong academic merit, 
we find it frustrating that someone 


could be given preferential treatment 
over another student based on his or 
her ethnicity. 

We overwhelmingly agree that 
campus diversity is beneficial to create 
a balanced campus climate. 

However, we question the notion 
that it is the responsibility of lawmak- 


ers to influence university admission 
decisions, especially during a time 
when we deem it unnecessary. 

We can’t rewrite that past and 
reversing the State Constitution isn’t 
going to change that, but seeing as how 
diversity within the CSU is already 
evident, why go backwards... again? 


~ LASD DOGS ARE CONDITIONED BY THEIR

Toward the end of 2013, an interest- 
ing question was raised: Are Los 
Angeles police dogs racist? 

Several news blogs and publica- 
tions reported that a recent report on 
the Canine Special Detail of the LA 
Sherriff’s Department (LASD) found 
that these dogs had a pattern of biting 
“minority individuals” more frequently 
than others. 

I, for one, am not as confounded by 
this information as my fellow report- 
ers. I simply assume that the issue of 
these ‘seemingly racist dogs is likely 
just a symptom of the problem of rac- 
ism that exists “at the other end of the 
leash.” 

This was the same argument that 
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The Daily Show featured on a recent 
segment. 

An Independent news article used 
the headline, “‘Racist’ LA police dogs 
only bite Latinos and African-Ameri- 
cans,” and commented on the long line 
of accusations of institutional racism 
against the LASD. 

In fact, according to the Police 
Assessment Resource Center, every 
single LASD dog-biting incident in the 
first half of 2013 included an African- 
American or Latino victim. 

This article and others also reported 
that, in the 1980s, some Los Angeles 
officers “would allegedly refer to black 
youths as dog biscuits.” 

In a ThinkProgress article on the 
subject, it was reported that LA’s Af- 
rican American community has been 
subject to “excessive violence from the 
sheriffs department.” 

Several incidents along these lines 
are detailed in the ThinkProgress 
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article, confirming my suspicions that 
the LASD canines have not been born 
into singling out minorities but were 
actually conditioned under the guid- 
ance of their handlers. 

The Daily Show, mentioned earlier, 
was hosted by Jessica Williams, who 
comically raised the question, “Do 
white people just not taste as good as 
we do?” 

Well, I actually don’t think LASD 
dogs have had the chance to discover 
if that is in fact the case since they 
aren’t exactly brought in contact with 
majority individuals often enough to 
grab a bite. 

A recent investigation by the U.S. 
Department of Justice found that, in 
areas under the jurisdiction of the 
LASD, minorities were more likely to 
be stopped and searched than whites. 

Further, there have been little to no 
incidents of dog bites in “affluent areas 
with smaller minority populations.” 
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Most reports confirm that Bruce 


Chase, the lieutenant in charge of the | 


canine unit in 2013, insisted that the 
department would lower its percent- 
age of dog bites ... though there was no 
mention of any comment on the accu- 
sations that his dogs have been acting 
in a manner that indicates that they are

49ers to

LBSU will head to 
Northridge before 
Senior Night.

Just two games remain in the regular 
season for the Long Beach State men’s 
basketball team: an away game at Cal 
State Northridge and the season finale 
against UC Riverside at home. 

Sitting at third place in the Big West 
Conference, the 49ers (13-15, 9-5 Big 
West) need to win at least one game 
this weekend to keep the third seed 
in the Big West tournament. They 
can move up as high as second if they 
sweep the weekend competition and 
UC Santa Barbara loses both of its 
games. 

The 49ers are coming off a loss at 
Cal State Fullerton that head coach 
Dan Monson said needed to be moti- 
vational. 

“You've got to put it behind you, but 
you can’t forget it,” he said. “A loss is 
absolutely meaningless if you don’t 
learn from it.” 

Prior to that loss, LBSU had won 
eight of its last 10 games with its 
only losses coming to the best of the 
Big West, UC Irvine and UCSB. The 
loss to CSUF was the 49ers’ only loss 
this season to a conference opponent 
ranked lower than them in the Big 
West standings. 

The challenge immediately ahead is 
CSUN. The Matadors (14-17, 6-9 Big 
West) are currently in sixth place in the 
Big West standings, but two of their 
wins came against UCSB and UCI, 
the only conference teams the 49ers 
haven’t beaten at all this season. 

“Northridge is the most aggressive 
team, especially at home,’ Monson 
said. “They’re the fastest team in the 
league, and we’re not the fastest team 
in the league. We’re going to have to 
get back and help each other [on de- 
fense].” i 

The primary scorer for CSUN is 
6-foot-6 sophomore forward Stephen 
Maxwell, who averages 18.1 points per 


game. Maxwell also ranks second in 
the Big West nine rebounds per game. 
After Thursday’s game against the 
Matadors, the 49ers will return to the 
Walter Pyramid on Saturday for their 
final home game of the season. For se- 
nior Dan Jennings, it will be his final 
game played on the Pyramid floor. 
“T_ong Beach State has done a lot for 
me,” said Jennings, who spent the last 
two seasons playing for The Beach af- 
ter transferring from West Virginia. “I 
grew a lot over the last two years.” 
Monson said that Jennings’ legacy 


to him was mostly personal. 

“To see a guy who’s gone through 
more obstacles than anyone I’ve ever 
known, and to see that he’s three class- 
es from graduating and to see the im- 
provement he’s made as a player, that’s 
easy for people to see,’ Monson said. 
“The improvements he’s made as a 
person make people like me continue 
to want to coach.” : 

On the court, Jennings has spent 
his time at LBSU as a strong, reliable 


big man and the 49ers’ top rebounder. 


He is also the only player remaining

at LBSU from last year’s three main 
transfers, which included Tony Free- 
land and Keala King.

As the Long Beach State women’s 
water polo team prepares for the final

The 49ers (10-6) are coming off a 
four-game sweep of their appearance at 
the Cal Lutheran Tournament. LBSU 
collected wins against Occidental, Cal 
Lutheran, Cal State East Bay, and La 
Verne. 

Head coach Gavin Arroyo had pointed 
to a tougher schedule to justify the team’s 
early offensive woes.

The Dirtbags will now return home 
for a weekend series against Utah Val- 
ley. First pitch Friday is scheduled for 6 
p.m. at Blair Field.
